Growth of Alfalfa 


The Prairie Farmer, describing the 
treatment that land should toed 
ceive for alfalfa seed in the central 
states, where this crop is largely 
grown, says: 

“The*land you intend to sow to 
alfalfa in the spring should be piow- 
ed this fall unless it has been in 
some cultivated crop. In the spring 
a thorough loosening of ‘the surface 
of the soil with a disc harrow will 
put it in good condition to receive 
the seed. It is of the utmost im- 
portance that the seed-bed be put 
in “irst-class condition, as the cha- 
racter of the stand, and, hence, the 
value of the crop for years to come 
depends largely upon this factor. 

“It will be well to Select for the 
alfalfa seoding a. picce of ground 
that is comparatively free trom 
weeds, as there is little chance of 
securing a satisfactory stand of al- 
falfa in the presence of a weed 
crop. The alfalfa plants while small 
are quite delicate, and will hardly 
bear shading. The Kansas station 
advises that in case land intended: 
for alfalfa is full of weed secd, it be 
put to some other crop for 4 couple 


to got it cleaned up. The additional 
yield of alfulia secured through this 
preparation, it is claimed, will pay 
for the expense and delay. Corn ana 
potatoes are good crops for this pur- 
pose. , 

“The amount of seed mectssury te 
insure upon a good stand will jepend 
upor the quality of the seed, and the 
‘character. of the seed bed. Some 
growers are able to get a good 
start with only ten pounds of secd 
psr* acre, while others use thirty 
pounds, and find it none too much. 
With good seed and the seedbed in 
goot condition, twenty pounds of 
gecd per acre should give an excellent 
stand.” 

“On ight sandy or foamy sols 
we would ‘prefer to do the seceding 
with a press drill, but on a clay 
soll. better results, on an Average, 
wil? porhaps be obtained by scatter- 
ing the seed broadcast on the disked 
surface, 
herrowing. On a‘clay soil if a hea- 
vy rain should follow the seceding, 


and fellowing with a hight 


before the young plants come up, 
ee may form on the surface tliat 
will materi. lly mterfere with the 
start os the crop. In such a case, 

| bs of advantage to break up 
the crust with a light harrow or 
weeder, It will be necessary to run 
over t field occasionally during the 
season with a mowing tmachine to 
kee; down the weeds. This Snould 
‘bo done often cnough so that the 


crop eut off can be left lying on 


b> g o-nd to serve as 2 muleh, with- 


out ‘danger of amothering the 


young alfalfa. 

“Get good seed, and if there has 
best alfalfa or sweet clover grow- 
‘ne in the immediate vicinity do not 
fail.to secure material for tnoculat- 
‘ng the field with the alfelfa germ. 
Sa'l from an old alfalfa field, where 
the alfalfa roots show the presence 
of bacter’2, may be obtained and 
scattered over the field to affect 
this inoculation,”
